(Pomona Progress 

Late raims and larger acreage will give Cali- 
fornia the heaviest deciduous fruit crop in its 
history, unless adverse conditions arise during 
the summer and fall months. The only ex- 
ception, according to reports from the State 
Agricultural Department, is found in the 
prune areas. A comparatively light yield of 
this fruit is in prospect in the principal pro- 
@uving sections, but the acreage is 11 per cent 
greater than in 1925. Pears promise well for 
the state as a whole, and the bearing acreage 
is 18 per cent greater than last year. Plum 
prospects are. rated at 91 per cent of normal

compared with 81 for the same date of last 
year, with an inerase of 4 per cent in the 
acreage of bearing trees. All sections, except 
in some portions of the south, report an en- 
couraging outlook for peaches, with an in- 
erease of 10 per cent over the preceding sea- 
son, in aereage, practically all of this gain 
representing the clingstone variety. 

Livestock interests are within 5 per cent of 
normal with reference both to cattle and to 
sheep. Good crops of all kinds of hay are 
reported with some exceptions as to grain 
hay, but with a good yield of alfalfa assured 
in practically all areas. Pasture conditions 
are reported excellent. 

The state’s wheat crop is expected to equal 
14,288,000 bushels, a gain of nearly 3,000,000 
bushels over 1925, This from 755,000 acres. 
There are 1,378,000 acres planted to barley 
in California, and 376,000 acres of oats, for 
both grain and hay. There is a 90 per cent 


 erop of barley, and a 93 per cent crop of oats. 


These favorable conditions will stimulate 
general business activity, and cause the year 
1926 io be one of the best from an economic 
standpoint ever recorded in California.

Return to Medesty 
Azusa Journal) 

Those persons who pose as experts say there 
was no such thing as immodesty until the pub- 
lic began to wear elothes. Adam ani Eve, 
they say, were the most modest persons in the 
world, in addition te being the first citizens 
If this contention be true it may be assumed 
that Earl Carroll’s bathtub party was in- 
tended as a gesture, at least, in the direction 
of modesty. Somebody suggested that he was 
seeking publicity for himself and his thea- 
trical attractions. Perish the thought! He is 
even too modest to pose as an agent of mo2- 
esty, but the truth will out. 

At the Carroll perjury trial, a witness tes- 
tified that the girl in the case appeared on the 
stage, wearing one article of underelothing of 
slight texture. Mr. Carroli held a cloak be- 
fore her while she took off this one garment 
and stepped into the bathtub. Then Mr. Car- 
roll announced: ‘‘The lime forms on the 
right.’” Fifteen or more men, glasses in 
hand, walked up to the stage, passed by the 
tub containing a gir! and a liquid, and quench- 
ed their thirst. 

Testimony by a dramatic critic whose pow- 
ers of observation seem to have been well 
trained, was that the liquid in the bathtub 
was opaque. After the girl had disrobed and 
climbed into the tub, only her shoulders and 
head were visible. Remarking about this, Her- 
bert C. Smith, attorney for Carroll, said: ‘‘So, 
you see, the party was as modest as could 
be."’ This, it seems, is the high light of the 
story, the most important statement made at 
the trial. In the nature of things the side 
remarks made by counsel are not part of the 
record and are not regarded as evidence by 
the court or the jury. Let it remain for the 
lawyer to tell the tale—that the party was as 
modest as it could be, and that Carroll's evi- 
dent purpose in having a nude girl get into 
a tub of champagne, ginger ale, orange juice 
or whatever it was, grew out of his desire to 
demonstrate to a large company of guests 
how blessed it is to be pure im heart and how 
nudity is royal raiment, when worn for mod- 
esty's sake. 
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Pan-Boiled Hamburg with Bananas 
Makes a particularly fine combina- 
tion. To serve two or three per- 
sons, select a pound of juicy top 
or bottom round and have it run 
through the chopper twice with 
an ounce or so of suet. Season 
the meat well, using half a tea 
spoonful of salt, one-quarter tea- 
spoonful of pepper and a few 
grains of cayenne pepper, and 
make into four flat cakes. Heat 
the frying pan, rub it with a bit 
of suet and place the meat cakes 
in it; cook them quickly, turning 
once or twice. Meantime, peel an: 
scrape two large bananas, halve 
them lengthwise and cut again 
crosswise. Squeeze a little lemon 
juice over the bananas and let 
them stand while you fry two thin 
slices of bacon cut in halves. The 
meat cakes may be removed to a 
hot plattergand put in a warm 
place and the bacon fried in the 
same pan. When the bacon is 
crisp remove it and lay a slice 
over each meat cake. Then cook 
the bananas to a golden brown in 
the bacon fat. Sprinkle salt and 
pepper over them and place around 
the meat cakes. For a garnish use 
very thin strips of green pepper. 
Serve very hot with pickled wal- 
nuts or chili sauce. 





Surprise Meat Cakes 

Also call for chopped beef; half a 
pound will be ample for four 
cakes. Season the meat well. 
For the “surprise,” crumb fine 
enough bread to make half a cup- 
ful, add half a teaspoonful of salt, 
one-eighth teaspoonful of pepper, 
a grating of onion and eight wal- 
nut meats chopped fine. Moisten 
with a little beaten egz and make 
into balls the size of marbles. En- 
close each of these little balls in 
a meat envelope. Dip them inte 
the rest of the beaten egg. roll in 
fine cracker or bread crumbs and 
saute in bacon fat or drippings. 





Creole Kidney 

Is very delicious for those who 
enjoy kidney stem and _ similar 
dishes. Select a fresh beef kid- 
ney, trim it well and cut it in 
haif-inch slices. Dredge these with 
flour and set aside. Brown six 
thin slices of bacon cut in small 
pieces, then add the kidney, two 
small chopped onions and one 
chopped green pepper, to the fat. 
Stir until the meat is well seared 
and add a cupful of tomato juice 
with half a teaspoonful of salt, 
one-eighth teaspoonful of pepper, 
and, if liked, a dash of curry pow- 
der or a bit of bay leaf. Cover 
closely and simmer half an hour. 
Thicken slightly with one table- 
spoonful of flour mixed with a lit- 
tle cold water. 





Deviled Lamb Chops 
make a good dish for a company 
dinner. Rib, loin or shoulder chops 
may be selected and I have used 
lamb steaks from the leg very suc- 
cessfully when preparing this dish. 
Mix together two tablespoonfuls 
of melted butter, one tablespoonful 
of walnut catchup, one tablespoon- 
ful of lemon juice, one teaspoonful 
of mixed mustard and a few grains 
of cayenne pepper. Gash the meat 
lightly on both sides, then marin- 
ate in the sauce for ten minutes. 
Drain and pan broil quickly. Serve 
on a‘hot platter, sprinkle with salt 
and pepper and pour the remainder 
of the sa€uce about the chops. Gar. 
nish with halved pickled gherkins 
or sliced stuffed olives. 

Chopped lamb may be used in 
almost as many ways as chopped 
beef. and is no more costly. Your 
butcher will trim lean picces of 
lamb and run them through the 
chopper for you at your request. 





Lamb Cutlets with Currant 
Mint Sauce 

One pound of finely chopped 
lamb is required, with half an 
onion minced fine, half a teaspoon- 
ful of salt. oneeighth teaspoonful 
each of pepper and paprika, half 
a cupfal of soft bread crumbs and 
one well-beaten egg. Mix the in- 
gredients together well and make 
into cakes one inch thick. Pan 
broil in a hot frying pan which 
has been rubbed with fat, turning 
}once or twice during the cooking. 
When finished piace on a hot plat- 
ter and drop a teaspoonful of the 
currant mint sauce on each cake. 
For the sauce rub to a paste half 
a cupful of currant jelly, one tea- 
spoonful of finely chopped mint 
and one single grating of orange 
peel. 





Lamb's or Calf's Liver Patties 
Are both tasty and inexpensive. 
Scald half a pound of liver and let 
stand a few minutes, then drain, 
wipe dry, dust with seasoned flour 
and brown in bacon fat. Now chop 
the meat fine. mix it with a cup- 
ful of well-seasoned mashed po- 
tatoes, a tablespoonful of finely 
chopped parsley, a teaspoonful of 
chopped pickle and a tablespoonfal 
of melted butter. Add more salt 
and pepper if required .and turn 
into four buttered ramekins, cover 
lightly with buttered crumbs and 
bake in a hot oven—425 degrees 
F.—about ten minutes.
